A number of complaints have bi*en made during 
the summer that Schelke was still about the Hed 
rick stable and was really the trainer of the 
establishment, although another name appeared on 
the program. The stewards were probably satisfied 
that this was so. hence today's ruling. 

Itoy Martin, the other suspended owner, has been 
unite prominent in the selling races of late and 
one of ltis horses. Miss Edith, has tieeii showing 
pool* form since he took Iter from the Schorr stable. 
It is said that the running of the mare in today's 
race was responsible for the action taken.

GOOD PROGRESS AT DORVAL. 

Montreal, ijue.. July 28. — That the new racing 
plant at Dorval will tie ready for an autumn meet- 
ing is assured. Construction work on grandstand, 
paddock and stables was commenced last week and 
1 1 «* contract calls for the completion of it all by 
August ‘J'J. Tile lumber to be used in the erection 
of these buildings Inis already been hauled to Hie 
plant. The contract for the wood work has been 
let and a gang of nearly two hundred men will 
be kept at work until eight o'clock each evening. 

The uprights for the sills of the grandstand and 
paddock have lieen placed and are set on cement 
blocks sunken below the frost level. The stand 
when completed will is* two hundred feet in length 
unit forty in width, with a seating capacity of throe 
thousand. The paddock will be sixty feet long 
and almost us wide while the betting ring wifi 
be two hundred feet in length and sixty in width. 

The work on the track itself is just about com 
pleted, all that is left to do being top dressing 
over a stretch of about three hundred yards. The 
posts for the outside rail have been placed in 
position, while llie work on the iuside rail will 
In* commenced Ibis week. Contractor C. L. Hervey, 
who has the building of the track in charge, ex 
pects to have it ready to gallop over by the 
middle of August at the latest. 

The track will be one mile, with a six furlong 
chine. I ue two stretches are 1308 feet long, while 

at tin* widest part it will measure 7.'i feet. This 
is wider than other Canadian tracks, with the 
exception of Blue Bonnets and Connaught Park. 
Tlie Dorval Park Jockey Club has applied for af- 
filiation with tile Canadian Racing Associations ami 
have aski*d for dates for a fall meeting. 

No attempt will be made to build a steeplechase 
course tills season, although it is the intention of 
ihe club to erect a clubhouse and lay out a course 
for steeplechasiug for next spring's racing. it is 
not likely that any stakes will be included on the 
program this fall, but they will be made up for 
in the way of overnight handicaps, which will 1 ** 
• •f a sufficient value to attract good horses.

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NEW LIFE FOR SARATOGA. 

Resumption of Racing at Famous New York Spa 
Next Saturday Eagerly Looked Forward To. 



Saratoga. N. Y., July 28. — After lying dormant 
for three years, with the exception of an occasional 
convention, Saratoga is preparing to renew an active 
existence with the opening of the race meeting next 
Saturday promoted by the Saratoga Association for 
the Improvement of the Breed of Horses. Hotel 
keepers, tradesmen and boarding house keepeis, 
who have survived the lean years, are getting 
ready to reap the profits expected from the open 
handed followers of the sport of kings, and there 
is every reason to believe that they will not be 
disappointed, judging from the requests for quarters 
that are pouring in front all parts of the country. 

The natural battle ground for Eastern and West- 
ern horsemen to test the swiftness of their care- 
fully trained thoroughbreds. Saratoga gives evidence 
at the present time that the clash between the 
best of the East and West will provide sport 
calculated to thrill tlie most hardened turfman 
and remind the old timers of tlie good old times 
when each racer that galloped over the ideal course 
track carried the bones of thousands of enthusiasts 
from the section which it represented. 

The grounds, which had been allowed to drop 
into a slab* Istrdering on decay, have been sub- 
jected to a process of restoration under the careful 
supervision of superintendent Landers, and now 
look as spick and span as though there never had 
been a cessation of the »|iort. Weeds growing 
mi the driveways have been up-rooted and sup- 
planted by a fresh surface of gravel. The track 
has been raked and harrowed daily until it is 
now fast enough to admit of the new crop of 
racers displacing the records made by tlie famous 
steeds that raced here in tlie past. The grand- 
stand anti clubhouse have been treated to a coat 
if bright paint. Tlie lawns are close, cropped and 
green, while the new fixtures include comfortable 
scats in the grove near the saddling paddock, where 
owners and trainers can compare notes and agree 
an final instruction to jockeys. All that is wanting 
is tlie crowd of busy horsemen, and these are as- 
sured by the quality of tlie entries ami the general 
desire to show that racing can be conducted on 
i high plane, with the incidental betting reduced 
to a minimum. 

80 much for tlie stage. The talk on all siiiles 
already is turning to the performers and the stake 
iiook lias been scanned by the advance guard of 
turfmen in eager anticipation. Everywhere thci_* 
s anxiety to see the great Whisk Broom II. and com- 
pare this son of Broomstick with the early heroes 
of the turf and that more modern king of the 
track. Sysonby. which showed ltis worth over the 
local course. There is rejoicing over tlie fact that 
Hamlieapper Vosbttrgh. by the simple method of 
changing ltis system of allotting weights, lias made 
it possible for Mr. Whitney's champion to start in 
the Saratoga Handicap on the opening day without 
running tlie risk of being crushed with a burden 
if 142 pounds. By allotting Whisk Broom 11. 135 
IHiunds and scaling down the weights of the others, 
the hamlieapper lias insured his starting in the 
big event. Not that the westerners concede a 
walkover to the triple handicap winner in the East. 
They have some handicap material themselves in 
such horses as Free I.anee, Hawthorn, Helios and 
Kndol fo. 

There are already upwards of a hundred horses 
stabled here anil tin* next few days will see the 
idvent of many more.

STEEPLECHASE COURSE WILL BE READY. 

Jumping Races to Be Given a Place on the Con- 
naught Park Jockey Club's Fall Program. 

Ottawa, Out.. July 28. — Manager Albert Robrhack 
of the Connaught Park Jockey Club is immensely 
pleased with the progress that lias been made in the 
construction of the steeplechase course at Con- 
naught park. He announced today that there is 
no longer any question as to the readiness of the 
course for steeplecliasing during the fall meeting of 
the club and accordingly an effort will be made to 
make tills picturesque side of racing an attractive 
feature of the coming meeting. It is expected 
that steepleehasing will particularly appeal to the 
local society folks who patronized the inaugural 
meeting here last spring so liberally. 

Manager Robrhack expects to have the steeple- 
chase course in condition for the schooling of 
horses by August 15. which will be nearly two 
weeks before the date for the opening of the club's 
second meeting. The new course has alreadv lieen 
seeded throughout and at present the homes'; retell, 
from the quarter post, to the seven-eighths 
post, around tlie first turn. is |**rfectly 

green. Tlie baekstreteh is rapidly attaining 

the same condition. Tlie addition of tlie 
course through the field w*fl greatly enhance the at- 
tractiveness of the enclosure, already pronounced one 
of the most beautiful in Canada. An effort will be 
made to obtain the shipment of jumpers from Sara 
toga at the close of that meeting, to reinforce tlie 
ranks of those that may be racing in Canada at 
that time. 

The main track has been kept in prime condition 
since the close of the spring meeting. Only a day 
or two ago one of the horses that has been quar- 
tered here during the summer worked a mile in 
1 :42V,. The course probably will be faster for the 
second meeting than it was for the first. 

Reservations for stabling accomodations during the 
fail meeting have already been made for the horses 
of Robert Davies. Amos Turney. Mrs. L. A. Liv- 
ingston and others equally prominent in Canadian 
racing. 

The people of this locality have not yet got 
through discussing the racing of last spring and it 
is safe to predict that next month’s meeting will he 
the most successful ever conducted in Canada by a 
racing organization of equal age.

RAIN FALLS IN THE EAST 

MUD RUNNERS GET CHANCE TO WIN PURSES 
AT END OF BELMONT PARK PROGRAM. 

Well-Backed- Horsed Make Almost a Clean Sweep 
of Card — Anytime Carries Colors of Andrew 
Miller to Victory in Suffolk Stakes. 



New York, July 28.— The first four races decided 
at Belmont Park this afternoon were run over a 
fast track. Then came a terrific rain storm which 
lasted until long after racegoers left the track so 
that the last two purses were at the mercy of 

tin* mud runners Tin* storm was at its worst during 
tlie running of the steeplechase, as the rain earn.* 
'town in torrents, while it was so dark that it 
was only with difficulty that the colors could be 
distinguished. The race was won by the favorite, 
Shannon River, and only three of tlie six starters 
finished. The other three lost their riders during 
the race* and two of them. Fain and Murphy, re- 
ceived bad looking falls, but the soft condition 

of Hie course permitted them to escape unhurt. 

The horses ugain ran to form this afternoon. -<> 
that tin* public had the better of tlie argument witli 
tlie layers, its favorites and well-backed horses won 
every race but the dosing one. 

This event was made interesting by the fact 

that Figinny, the two-year old for which Gifford 
A. Cochran paid John E. Madden $7. 0<s* a few 
•lays ago. was making ltis first appearance in a 
race, while it was also the debut of Mr. Qocbran 
as an owner. The colors selected by hipi are 

green, gold hoops and green cap. The purse was 
regarded as being at the mercy of Figinny, which 
had shown some fast work and he was at all 
times an odds-on choice. But, in view of the fart 
that the get of Disguise, the sire of Figinny, as 
a rule do not care much for tlie mud, many re- 
frained from speculating on the race, and they 
acted wisely. After a peculiarly run race. Figinny 
was beaten a bead by the It* to 1 shot, Lilly Orme. 
The last named was the leader for three furlongs, 
then Butwell sent Figinny into the lead. As lie 
at once took a lend of two lengths it appeared to 
be all over but the shouting. Another furlong 
found Lily Orme again in front by a length ami 
then in the last sixteenth Figinny closed with a 
great burst of speed, hut it was not uite enough, 
its Lily Orme lasted long enough to win by a short 
beat). 

Tlie stake attraction of the day was the Suffolk, 
a selling affair for two-year-olds, and Andrew Miller 
furnished tlie winner in Anytime, one of the 
choices of the race. She dashed to the front on the 
far turn, hut in the last three furlongs Wooden 
Shoes gave her quite an argument. At the end he 
faltered and Anytime was able to draw out to win 
by three parts of a length.

George W. Gall has been appointed racing secre- 
tary for the running meeting which will lie held 
in connection with the Greater New York Fair at 
Empire City track August 15 to 20, inclusive. The 
meeting will be under the rules of the Jockey Club 
atwl the purses will average $2,000 a day. Besides 
giving its approval to the meeting the Jockey Club 
lias donated a prize fur thoroughbred stallions at 
the show to lie held at the Empire City track. 

Dr. J. S. Tyree of Washington. I>. C.. has recently 
purchased eighteen yearlings, selected front the best 
American studs, which will be developed during the 
fail and raced as two-year-olds next season. These 
youngsters will not he broken until late iu the fall 
after the Tvree horses in training have been retired 
for the season. This string is trained by John Mc- 
Cafferty. The price paid for tlie vearlings was close 
to $45,000. MeOafferty has permission to weed them 
out as he sees fit and to replace those sold by any 
others which take his fancy.

RUNNING OF FRANCE S GREATEST RACE. 

We hud a “< ragiinoiir Incident” iu connection 
wiili the Grand Prix. but happily the action of 
the Stewards, who punished ihe offending jockey 
without disturbing the judge’s verdict. was 
more satisfactory to the owner of the winner, 
and to the general public, than the precedent 
sel hy the English authorities at Epsom. Stern, 
on Bruleur. rode a somewhat confident race, kuoxy 
ing that the horse had stamina and courage: for 
the first half mile lie brought up the rear, but 
when the field, emerging from behind the dump 
of trees on the far side, began to make the 
ascent, he had worked into fourth or fifth position, 
lie lay away from tlie_ rails, and took t lie turn 
wide on the outside. This meant travelling some 
lengths further, but he avoided any danger of 



being shut id. as Ecoucu and one or two other ! 
horses were. Coming into the straight, ho chal- 
lenged Opott and Pendragon, who were leading, 
and having got them beaten, the jockey, for some 
reason or other, crossed over the rails. He cer- 
tainly was not two lengths In front at the 

time. 

Although he did not interfere with any other 
competitor, he caused Bell bouse, who had just 
obtained au opening for Ecoueu, to cheek his 
horse, and the Stewards have put Stern on font 

for a fortnight in consequence. I. <7111 on was cer- 
tainly the unlucky horse iu t lie race, and some 
of li is supporters are of an opinion that lie would 
have won had he lieen able to obtain a clear 

course. He was interferred with again and again, 
and being on the rails, he was shut in all the 
way round. Coming down the hill, something 
humped up against him. knocking him out of his 
stride, and lie lost at least a length. It was 
not until lie obtained au opening, on Pendragon 
and Pirpiriol dropping back beaten, that he was 
able to fully extend himself, and it was at that 
moment Bruleur crossed over in front of him. 

Nevertheless. I think the lies! horse won, and 
the Stewards were quite justified in not depriving 
M. de St. Alary of the spoils of victory. 

it was the jockey alone that was in fault, 
and he has been punished. 1 do not know if. 
according to English racing law. such a decision 
as this could have been given on tlie occasion 
of tlie English Derby, but 1 think it would have 
lieen generally approved. Of course the suspension 
of "Stern will seriously affect his employer, M. 
Edmond Blauc. but in consideratiou of the fact 
that the jockey was not riding for his owu stable 
in the Grand Prix. the Stewards have given special 
permission for him to fulfil his engagement to 
ride M. Blanc's representative in the Prix du 
President de la Republique at Maisons Lartitte. 
It *is only fair not to infiiet hardship on an owner 
through the personal misconduct of a jockey 
temporarily iu the service of another owner. 

1 think there would have been a riot if Bruleur 
bail lieen disqualified. 1 have never seen such a 
crowd at Loiigeliamps, and the receipts heat all 
previous records. The money taken at tlie gates 
was $67,000. and I am sure there must have been 
more than 100.000 people on the pelouse. The 
turnover at the Pari-mutuel was $856,810. This 
is hy no means a record, hut the big crowd is 
responsible for the diminution, for thousands of 
lieople could not get near to the mutuel booths 
to invest their money. There were over twenty 
additional offices specially for wagering on the 
Grand Prix. and the operations at these, conducted 
hy inexperienced clerks, were often very slow. 
At some of the pay boxes they hud not finished 
settling on tlie Grand Prix until tlie last race 
was mil. This would have locked up the capital 
of small punters. 

It must always be remembered that the Pari- 
mutuel figures are somewhat misleading: a sum 

of over $850,000 looks a lot. but it represents 
the same money being used over mid over again, 
and every time it is used s per cent, is deducted. 
A man who Inis six iieis of loo francs each during 
the day lias contributed 48 francs to “kitty.” The 
percentage on the Pari-mutuel on Sunday would 
have totalled up to over $65,000. and of this amount 
$15,000 would have lieen apportioned towards ex- 
penses. With such a sum at their dis|sisal tlie 
Knee-course Society should have provided more 
offices and a much larger number of clerks. 

Although no English horses took part in the Grand 
Prix this year, the race had an international char- 
acter. for of the twenty horses competing seven be- 
longed to foreign owners, Mr. Herman B. Duryea, 
Mr. August Belmont. Mr. Frank Jay Gould and Mr. 
W. lx. Vanderbilt representing the United States of 
America and Senor Carlos Madariaga and Senor 
Martinex de Hoss running for Spain and the Argen- 
tine. There seemed to Is- thousands of -Americ ans 
present and it is evident tliav tlie leading American 
sportsmen, who have been driven from their own 
country hy foolish legal restrictions, are obtaining 
a firm hold on tlie turf world in France. It is 
not surprising, therefore, to learn that intelligent 
American statesmen, who have visited France, are 
desirous of seeing racing restored to its former po- 
sition in New York. Already harm has been done 
to the horse breeding industries in tlie United States 
and 1 am told that strenuous efforts are to la* made 
to stop tin- slump there and to attract American 
breeders and race horse owners bark to their native 
land. English visitors were less numerous than 
usual, although I came across many well known 
faces in the paddock. 

As a social spectacle. Ihe Grand Prix was. in 
my opinion, loss brilliant than usual, and Ihe dis- 
play of dresses by the ladies did not evoke tlie 
usual admiration. High silk toils gave place among 
the men to straws and light felts. The absence of 
Dagor. Nimbus and Baldaquin in the field made the 
race look particularly open, and racing experts 
generally agreed that the class of the competitors 
was iMioror than usual. Nevertheless, we saw the 
fastest Grand Prix on rerevd. The fine weather 
and the hard ground contributed to this. Brulenr’s 
time was 3:13%.. previous fast times being North- 
east's, in 1908. 5:14%:,: Quo VacHs.’ in 1905. 3:13: 
and As d’Atout’s. in 1911. 3:16. During tlie last 
twenty years the times have lieen getting faster 
and faster. In 1893 il took Ragotsky 3 minutes. 
38% seconds to cover the dtstanee, and Spearmint's 
time in 1906 was 3:18%. — I’aris Letter to London 
Sporting Life. 

COLIN S STUD CAREER IN ENGLAND. 

Colin was not patronized at the stud iu England 
as a horse of his illustrious breeding and per- 
formances should have lieen, hut as an indication 
that he has begun O' grow in favor, lie hail more 
mares sent to him t li its year than in any other 
year since lie went into service at Hearth Stud 
Fanil, Newmarket. Quite probably this was lie- 
castie the two year old. Gentle Shepherd, hy Colin 
— Yesterling. belonging to J. Buchanan, show -I 
himself to .lie a real smasher iu his work last 
spring. Unlqckily he got loose and out of his 
paddock in some way and in a wild gallop across 
country so cut and injured himself that lie had 
to la- thrown out of training and has not started 
yet and may not do so this year, although heavily j 
engaged in stake races to ta- run in tlie fall. 

How many mares lie was mated witli in 1911, 
has not lieen made public, and only four h.v him 
that year appear iu nominations to stakes of 1914 
and 1915, they being: 

Chestnut filly, dam Ferelith. by Ainpiiion. 

Chestnut colt, dam Lady Graveairs. by Martagon. 

Bay or brown colt, dam Roman Matron, by Sheen. 

Brown filly, dam Thimble, by Galopin. 

It is reasonable to infer that tlie Ferelith filly 
must lie deemed promising from the circumstances 
that the mare was returned to Colin’s court this 
year.
